= HE Right Honourable the Toꝛd Maioꝛ deeply Weighing and relenting the many Outrages and 
Diloꝛders of late too too frequently committed in the Streets and Publick Paſſages of this 
City in the Night time, by rude and diloꝛderly Perſons, Inſtances whereof are moſt notozious 
in a urther lately done upon an innocent Perſon, in the open Streets, and ſeveral other Dut- 
rages; Which mightily redounds to the Diſreputation and Diſhonoz of His Majeſties Govern- 
ment within this City, heretofoze famous fo2 its Diſcipline, and is a great Violation of the 
Peace and Security of His Majeſties Subjects within the kame: And his Lozdlhip further 
conſidering, That by the Laws and Conſtitutions of this City, the Conſtables in every 
CUard with a certain competent number of Watchmen (particularly ſet down and appoztioned 
foꝛ each TQard by ſeveral Acts of Common Council) are obliged and ought to keep Match 
within their reſpective TVards, foz the p:eſervation of the King's Peace, and pꝛevention ok all 
ſuch Irregularities and Diſozders; foꝛ Which end there was never greater occaſion foz a 


ſtrong and ſufficient Match to be duly kept every Night, in the ſeveral TWards and Diviſions within this City and 


Liberties. His Lo2dlſ}ip therefoze, by and with the advice of the Aldermen his Bꝛethꝛen, doth hereby think fit to publil 
and declare, and in His Mateſties name, ſtreightly to charge and command, That the Conſtables, with the full 


number of Matchmen appointed to be ſet in every Mard, do without fail begin their Match every night, from 


Michaelmas Day to the firſt day of April, at Nine of the Clock and there continue till Seven of the Clock in the Morning; 


and from the firſt day of april to Michaelmas day to begin at Ten of the Clock at Night, and there continue till 
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Five in the Moꝛning, accoꝛding to an Act of Common Council in that behalf made and pꝛovided; and to be very 
careful and diligent to pzevent and ſuppzeſs all manner of Diloꝛders, and to appꝛehend all rude and diſo2derly 
Perſons, oꝛ ſuch as cannot render a good accompt of themſelves ; and every Night at Ten of the Clock to vilit and 


' ſearch all Taverns, Alehouſes, and other publique houles of receipt, within their reſpective Mards oz Diviſions, 


and ſuch pcrſens as they ſhall there find diſguiſed with Dꝛink oz diſozderly, oz that cannot give a good accompt of ſome 
lawful occaſion of their being there, p2eſently to turn them out from the laid houles, and ſecure them to be pꝛoceeded 


againſt accozding to Law, And to the end that this may be duly and conſtantly perfozmed, His Lozdſhip doth 


ſtreightly require the Deputies and Common Council men of the ſeveral {Wards Within this City, to take care and 
ſee to the execution hereof, and immediately to meet together and call befoze them the ſeveral Conſtables within their 
reſpective Mards, and charge them, accoꝛding to their Duty and their Oaths, faithfully and diligently to obſerve 
and perfoꝛm the ſame. And that the ſaid Deputies and Common Council men by turns, be pzeſent at the firſt ſetting 
of . the UUatch- at night, and again at their riſing in the moꝛning, and ſee that they be punctual at their hours, and 
have their full number, and perfozm their duty in all points; wherein his Lo2dſhip expects a hearty and ready 
compliance, as a matter of the greateſt concern to the honoz, lakety and welfare of this City.
